From the age of seven, when he learned to pick out "Wildwood Flbwer" on the guitar, multi- 
talented Mark Moseley has worked hard to build credibility as a country music artist. 

The handsome California native, a former Buck Owens sideman and one of Nashville’s most 
sought-after studio engineers, certainly has an impressive pedigree for it. 

His father, Andy, launched the famed Mosrite Records label in 1963, and Mark's uncle, Semie, 
is the genius behind the legendary line of custom-built Mosrite Guitars. 

It also hasn't hurt that he learned his craft from such virtuoso guitarists as Joe Maphis, Merle 
Travis, Roy Nichols and The Ventures' Nokie Edwards, and was able to observe, at close range, 
such early Mosrite artists as Maphis, Barbara Mandrell, Tommy Duncan, Eddie Dean, Doyle Hol- 
ly and A1 Brumley. 

Moseley, who has written more than 100 songs, enjoyed his first country-chart single in 1986 
on the Mosrite label, "Willie, You're a Legend," which he co-wrote with Gary S. Paxton and Clyde 
Ferrell Jr. That record received considerable airplay in England, where Moseley plans to do some 
touring. 

He was also afforded the once-in-a-lifetime opportunity to perform at the Statue of Liberty's 
100th Birthday Celebration in New York Harbor, as lead guitarist and featured vocalist with Eddie 
Reasoner's band. 

"I lean hard on the vocals," he says of his live shows. "1 don't do a lot of dancing around, but 
1 do get a little showy playing guitar, fiddle and banjo." His current role models include MCA 
recording star Steve Wariner and Warner Bros, artist Gary Morris. 

He spent his early years in Bakersfield, Calif., competing in talent contests and appearing in 
local television shows. He won his first talent show in 1961 when he sang Little Jimmy Dickens 
classic, "Take An Old, Cold Tater And Wait," earning what was for him at the time the princely 
sum of five dollars. 

He later joined a rock 'n' roll band that played junior high school dances in the area. "The Beatles 
were somewhat of an influence on me," he reflects, "and I'm still into rock 'n' roll, but my roots 
have always been in country music." 

Another powerful influence was Glen Campbell, a hot-shot Los Angeles picker who in the early 
Sixties played on most of the Mosrite sessions, often as session leader. 


O YE R PLEASE. 


It was while Moseley was performing on Bakersfield's Channel 23, on a five-days-per-week 
country-variety program, that he grabbed the attention of Buck Owens, who invited him to join 
country music's hottest band, Owens' own Buckaroos. 

The first thing Owens did was hand the young musician a fiddle and say, "Have 'Orange Blossom 
Special' down in two weeks."' Moseley had never picked up a fiddle in his life, but he found some 
good teachers and sawed day and night. 

With Owens in the mid-seventies, he performed on numerous records with the Buckaoos and 
others, including Tony Booth and Susan Raye. "We did two to three master sessions a week, because 
everybody that came to Bakersfield wanted to record with the Buckaroos," Moseley recalls. 


When he left Owens, he moved to Fresno, California, and joined a band called The Country 
Revolution, later renamed Stone Creek, which played Jim's Place in Fresno for six consecutive years. 
"It sat 350 people, but they would shoehorn 400 or 500 in there on weekends," remembers Moseley. 
"The fire marshal was always having to kick people out."’ 

Meanwhile, he was operating a small recording studio with a primitive eight-track recorder. His 
father had given him a "broadcast quality" two-track recorder when he was only 10, which he 
was soon able to take apart and put back together. He graduated to a four-track, which he used 
to cut a couple of albums for friends, before advancing to the eight-track. 

In 1981, he sold his 2,000-square-foot home, using the profits to move to Nashville and build 
Sound Control Studio, which he continues to operate with his father. 

"I came to Nashville wilh the idea of using the studio as a tool to meet a lot of people and to 
give me credibility as an artist," Moseley explains. "Unfortunately, it's given me credibility in another 
direction— as a studio engineer." 

This wasn't his first trip o Nashville, In 1971, he spent Christmas Eve with Irby and Mary Man- 
drell and their three daugh ers-Barbara, Louise and Irlene. He fondly recalls a four-hour "jam ses- 
sion" that night with himsf.lf. Merle Travis and Joe Maphis on guitars, Barbara on bass and Irlene

From the age of seven, when he learned to pick out "Wildwood Flbwer" on the guitar, multi- 
talented Mark Moseley has worked hard to build credibility as a country music artist. 

The handsome California native, a former Buck Owens sideman and one of Nashville’s most 
sought-after studio engineers, certainly has an impressive pedigree for it. 

His father, Andy, launched the famed Mosrite Records label in 1963, and Mark's uncle, Semie, 
is the genius behind the legendary line of custom-built Mosrite Guitars. 

It also hasn't hurt that he learned his craft from such virtuoso guitarists as Joe Maphis, Merle 
Travis, Roy Nichols and The Ventures' Nokie Edwards, and was able to observe, at close range, 
such early Mosrite artists as Maphis, Barbara Mandrell, Tommy Duncan, Eddie Dean, Doyle Hol- 
ly and A1 Brumley. 

Moseley, who has written more than 100 songs, enjoyed his first country-chart single in 1986 
on the Mosrite label, "Willie, You're a Legend," which he co-wrote with Gary S. Paxton and Clyde 
Ferrell Jr. That record received considerable airplay in England, where Moseley plans to do some 
touring. 

He was also afforded the once-in-a-lifetime opportunity to perform at the Statue of Liberty's 
100th Birthday Celebration in New York Harbor, as lead guitarist and featured vocalist with Eddie 
Reasoner's band. 

"I lean hard on the vocals," he says of his live shows. "1 don't do a lot of dancing around, but 
1 do get a little showy playing guitar, fiddle and banjo." His current role models include MCA 
recording star Steve Wariner and Warner Bros, artist Gary Morris. 

He spent his early years in Bakersfield, Calif., competing in talent contests and appearing in 
local television shows. He won his first talent show in 1961 when he sang Little Jimmy Dickens 
classic, "Take An Old, Cold Tater And Wait," earning what was for him at the time the princely 
sum of five dollars. 

He later joined a rock 'n' roll band that played junior high school dances in the area. "The Beatles 
were somewhat of an influence on me," he reflects, "and I'm still into rock 'n' roll, but my roots 
have always been in country music." 

Another powerful influence was Glen Campbell, a hot-shot Los Angeles picker who in the early 
Sixties played on most of the Mosrite sessions, often as session leader. 


O YE R PLEASE. 


It was while Moseley was performing on Bakersfield's Channel 23, on a five-days-per-week 
country-variety program, that he grabbed the attention of Buck Owens, who invited him to join 
country music's hottest band, Owens' own Buckaroos. 

The first thing Owens did was hand the young musician a fiddle and say, "Have 'Orange Blossom 
Special' down in two weeks."' Moseley had never picked up a fiddle in his life, but he found some 
good teachers and sawed day and night. 

With Owens in the mid-seventies, he performed on numerous records with the Buckaoos and 
others, including Tony Booth and Susan Raye. "We did two to three master sessions a week, because 
everybody that came to Bakersfield wanted to record with the Buckaroos," Moseley recalls. 


When he left Owens, he moved to Fresno, California, and joined a band called The Country 
Revolution, later renamed Stone Creek, which played Jim's Place in Fresno for six consecutive years. 
"It sat 350 people, but they would shoehorn 400 or 500 in there on weekends," remembers Moseley. 
"The fire marshal was always having to kick people out."’ 

Meanwhile, he was operating a small recording studio with a primitive eight-track recorder. His 
father had given him a "broadcast quality" two-track recorder when he was only 10, which he 
was soon able to take apart and put back together. He graduated to a four-track, which he used 
to cut a couple of albums for friends, before advancing to the eight-track. 

In 1981, he sold his 2,000-square-foot home, using the profits to move to Nashville and build 
Sound Control Studio, which he continues to operate with his father. 

"I came to Nashville wilh the idea of using the studio as a tool to meet a lot of people and to 
give me credibility as an artist," Moseley explains. "Unfortunately, it's given me credibility in another 
direction— as a studio engineer." 

This wasn't his first trip o Nashville, In 1971, he spent Christmas Eve with Irby and Mary Man- 
drell and their three daugh ers-Barbara, Louise and Irlene. He fondly recalls a four-hour "jam ses- 
sion" that night with himsf.lf. Merle Travis and Joe Maphis on guitars, Barbara on bass and Irlene

From the age of seven, when he learned to pick out "Wildwood Flower" on the guitar, multi- 
talented Mark Moseley has worked hard to build credibility as a country music artist. 

The handsome California native, a former Buck Owens sideman and one of Nashville's most 
sought-after studio engineers, certainly has an impressive pedigree for it. 

His father, Andy, launched the famed Mosrite Records label in 1963, and Mark's uncle, Semie, 
is the genius behind the legendary line of custom-built Mosrite Guitars. 

It also hasn't hurt that he learned his craft from such virtuoso guitarists as Joe Maphis, Merle 
Travis, Roy Nichols and The Ventures' Nokie Edwards, and was able to observe, at close range, 
such early Mosrite artists as Maphis, Barbara Mandrell, Tommy Duncan, Eddie Dean, Doyle Hol- 
ly and A1 Brumley. 

Moseley, who has written more than 100 songs, enjoyed his first country-chart single in 1986 
on the Mosrite label, "Willie, You're a Legend," which he co-wrote with Gary S. Paxton and Clyde 
Ferrell Jr. That record received considerable airplay in England, where Moseley plans to do some 
touring. 

He was also afforded the once-in-a-lifetime opportunity to perform at the Statue of Liberty s 
100th Birthday Celebration in New York Harbor, as lead guitarist and featured vocalist with Eddie 
Reasoner's band. 

"I lean hard on the vocals," he says of his live shows. "I don't do a lot of dancing around, but 
I do get a little showy playing guitar, fiddle and banjo." His current role models include MCA 
recording star Steve Wariner and Warner Bros, artist Gary Morris. 

He spent his early years in Bakersfield, Calif., competing in talent contests and appearing in 
local television shows. He won his first talent show in 1961 when he sang Little Jimmy Dickens 
classic, "Take An Old, Cold Tater And Wait," earning what was for him at the time the princely 
sum of five dollars. 

He later joined a rock 'n' roll band that played junior high school dances in the area. "The Beatles 
were somewhat of an influence on me," he reflects, "and I'm still into rock 'n' roll, but my roots 
have always been in country music." 

Another powerful influence was Glen Campbell, a hot-shot Los Angeles picker who in the early 
Sixties played on most of the Mosrite sessions, often as session leader.

It was while Moseley was performing on Bakersfield's Channel 23, on a five-days-per-week 
country-variety program, that he grabbed the attention of Buck Owens, who invited him to join 
country music's hottest band, Owens' own Buckaroos. 

The first thing Owens did was hand the young musician a fiddle and say, "Have 'Orange Blossom 
Special' down in two weeks!" Moseley had never picked up a fiddle in his life, but he found some 
good teachers and sawed day and night. 

With Owens in the mid-seventies, he performed on numerous records with the Buckaoos and 
others, including Tony Booth and Susan Raye. "We did two to three master sessions a week, because 
everybody that came to Bakersfield wanted to record with the Buckaroos," Moseley recalls. 


When he left Owens, he moved to Fresno, California, and joined a band called The Country 
Revolution, later renamed Stone Creek, which played Jim's Place in Fresno for six consecutive years. 
"It sat 350 people, but they would shoehorn 400 or 500 in there on weekends," remembers Moseley. 
"The fire marshal was always having to kick people out.' 

Meanwhile, he was operating a small recording studio with a primitive eight-track recorder. His 
father had given him a "broadcast quality" two-track recorder when he was only 10, which he 
was soon able to take apart and put back together. He graduated to a four-track, which he used 
to cut a couple of albums for friends, before advancing to the eight-track. 

In 1981, he sold his 2,000-square-foot home, using the profits to move to Nashville and build 
Sound Control Studio, which he continues to operate with his father. 

"I came to Nashville with the idea of using the studio as a tool to meet a lot of people and to 
give me credibility as an artist," Moseley explains. "Unfortunately, it's given me credibility in another 
direction— as a studio engineer." 

This wasn't his first trip o Nashville, In 1971, he spent Christmas Eve with Irby and Mary Man- 
drell and their three daugh ers-Barbara, Louise and Irlene. He fondly recalls a four-hour "jam ses-
